Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: after careful reconsideration, with respect to Yokio 
et al.. 5,282,239, Examiner maintains that the "actual motion" of the mobile unit is independent of the motion of the transmitter. Hence the 
transmitter does not control the "actual motion" of the mobile unit. e.g. .with in the elevator the mobile unit is free to move.
